GU Sleep In Gym When 
Lack Of Plumbers Delay 
Completion Of Barracks 


Upwards of 200 former GI’s at Gettysburg college are 
sleeping; in the Eddie Plank Memorial gymnasium pending 
the completion of the new dormitories on West Lincoln 
avenue, because the contractors haven’t been able to get 
union plumbers to install the necessary sanitary facilities 
in the new dorms. 
A representative of the firm which has the sub-contract 
for installing the plumbing and heating said this morning 
he expected to get two plumbers today. Five plumbers were 
obtained from Harrisburg last week, and got the pipes 
installed, he said. The fixtures are on hand, awaiting the 
arrival of additional men. 
There are two reasons given for the difficulty in getting 
plumbers for the college job. There is plenty of work for 
plumbers elsewhere, and the rate of pay is lower here 
than on many other jobs, the contractors say.

skill 
needed and the equipment u>ed, 
home archivists cannot do quite as 
much to preserve and repair docu­ 
ments and manuscripts as can be 
done in the state or national ar­ 
chives, Mrs. Lynch added, but cer­ 
tain steps can be taken by indi- | 
viduals to extend the life of their 
documents. 
Papers should be stored flat, and 
cleaned and pressed before being put 
away, she added. The papers should 
be stored in closed containers in a 
space without windows and where 
the temperature and humidity will 
not increase or decrease too greatly 
Temperatures between 68 and 75 de­ 
grees are the best for maintaining 
manuscripts and humidity should 
not fall below 30 or rise above 75 j 
degrees. Above 75 degrees humidity, 
mold forms on the papers and be­ 
low 30 degrees the paper becomes i 
brittle. The brown coloration of old ! 
papers is generally caused by a 
fungus growth, she pointed out. 
adding that not only does the mois­ 
ture in the air cause fungus growth, 
but that the paper fibers eventually 
break down if exposed to frequent 
changes in temperature and hu­ 
midity.
